Solicitor Delany's Ruling. 
Frank J. Delany, the depart- 
ment’s solicitor, said that after’ 
talking it over with Postmaster 
General Robert E. Hannegan, who 
comes from St. Louis, he decided: 
“Despite the literal wording of 
the law, it was not intended to 
exclude from the mails publica- 
tions of such items ... which

One form of municipal action 
Was described by C. M. Woodard, 
manager of the Kansas City 
(Kan.) Chamber of Commerce. 
This was passage of a law permit- 
ting the city to acquire parking 
lots through benefit districts. 

The purpose of the law, Wood- 
ard said, was to provide adequate 
parking areas for the downtown 
district, to eliminate blighted 
areas and fire hazards due to di- 
lapidated frame houses, and to 
stabilize downtown values. 

Under the law the city has ac- 
quired six park lots with a 
total capacity of automobiles. 
When completed, the cost of the 
improved lots will be $400,000. Ac- 
quisition was financed through im- 
provement bonds to be repaid 
within 10 years by the property 
owners. 

Rise in Land Values. 

A negligible amount of tax rev- 
enue was lost,to the city through 
condemnation of the _ blighted 
areas, Woodard said. It was found 
that 70 per cent of the parcels of 
property condemned were delin- 
quent in tax payments, some for 
as long as 30 years. On the other 
hand, when the lots were estab- 
lished adjacent land values rose, 
in some cases by as much as 500 
per cent. 

A parking experiment in Balti- 
more was described by Claude 
Gray, president of the Baltimore 
Transit Co. This plan, involving 
establishment of a small lot on

The lot, with a capacity of 205 
automobiies, was opened a year 
ago, Gray said, and within a few 
days was being used to capacity. 
He added that although the plan 
had proved unusually popular, the 
transit company was unable to de- 
‘termine from this small-scale ex- 
periment whether the company 
would be benefitted by an exten- 
sion of the facilities. He thought it 
would require perimeter parking 
lots with a.capacity of 5000 to 
6000 automobiles to relieve conges- 
tion appreciably. 


Pittsburgh’s New Agency. 

So desperate was the situation 
in Pittsburgh, said Donald M. Mc- 
Nei] of the Pittsburgh Regional 
Planning Association, that the city 
and local busfness men recom- 
mended state legislation to au- 
thorize creation of a Pittsburgh 
parking authority, which became 
a le entity last month. The au- 
thority has the power to under- 
take studies and erect off-street 
parking facilities. 

McNeil said that for the last 20 
years private business has had an 
opportunity to provide adequate 
parking space and had failed to 
do so. This condition resulted 
partly, he said, from differences 
of opinion among various business 
groups. Uniting all the groups 
was so difficult, he said, that the 
city was forced to recognize the 
problem as one that could be 
solved only on a community basis. 

Chain of Parking Lots. 


A six-year program now under 
way in Allentown, Pa., was de- 
scribed by Donald P. Miller, sec- 
retary of Park & Shop Inc. Un- 
der this plan, to be completed in 
three years more, the central busi- 
ness district of the city will be 
circled by a chain of 10 parking 
lots each about 1000 feet from the 
center. The lots are to handle a 
total of more than 1000 cars on 
the ground, with provision for 
triplir.g capacity by adding open 
ramps. 

The program was organized and 
subsidized by business men with 
the co-operation of municipal of- 
ficers and civic groups. The main 
object was to ward off an an- 
ticipated postwar cefitralization 
movement. It is thought that 
eventually the corporation will be 
able to pay modest dividends to 
the investing merchants.

In a statement prepared for de- 
livery at the first session, Taft 
said the country had lived for 160 
years under dual sovereignty with 
contro] divided between the state 
and federal governments. 

“The New Deal tried to get rid 
‘of states’ rights as far as it could 
and concentrate all power in 
Washington,” he said. “In my 
view, the great issue today is 
that of a free people against the 
totalitarian state. 

Taft said that federal officials 
regarded themselves as experts 
and believed that the people were 
“too damned dumb” to under- 
stand. Hence federal action is 
determined, he sdid, by “propa- 

da and by theory” rather than 
the voice of the citizens. 

He added that the federal sys- 
tem is now proposed as the model 
for a world state, but injected 
this warning: 

“Who is going to enter a world 
state if history shows that the 
federal plan is only a passing 
phase to the concentration of all 
power in a distant capital?” 

Halleck told the convention that 
the Federal Government should 
not engage in any activity that 
was not of national concern and 
that the states were functionally 
capable of handling.

“It always has been the policy 
of the board to charge margins as 
considered necessary for the best 
interest and protection of a free, 
open and competitive market,” 
Richard Uhlmann, first vice presi- 
dent of the board, said in a state- 
ment. 

“There is a, public misconcep- 
tion that the Chicago Board of 
Trade fixes the prices of grain,” 
Uhlmann said. “This is not true. 
The board is a public market 
place where price evaluation is 
determined by the public in con- 
formity with the effects of supply 
and demand. 

“When there are conditions, 
either real or artificial, which 
cause shortages of grain, prices 
go up. When there are conditions 
causing surpluses of grain, prices 
go down. The drouth, plus Gov- 
ernment acquisition of grain for 
export to feed the world, are re- 
sponsible for today’s high prices.”

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Mr. Ploeser Ought to Know 


The Ploeser investigation of co-operatives was 
under fire again yésterday. James G. Patton, 
president of the National Farmers’ Union, in 
Washington, and Representative Patman, at the 
committee’s hearings in Seattle, declared that 
the investigators ought to take a sharp look at 
organizations hostile to co-operatives. It was 
strongly suggested that some of these had been 
formed only recently to bolster the committee 
chairman’s prejudgments and that witnesses 
were being selected and coached to this end. 

Even those who have no particular interest 
in co-operatives would resent such a stacking 
of the cards. Since the big farmer organizations 
have been granted conditioned tax exemption 
and certain financing facilities, the possibilities 
of abuse exist. But abuse is not.proved by 
Fourth-of-July oratory such as the charge of one 
Seattle witness that the co-operatives did not 
pay their share of the cost of the war. That's 
hoop-la, pure and simple; and those to whom 
it is addressed should be interested in its 
source. Both Patton and Patman have called for 
investigation of the National Tax Equality As- 
sociation. Similar local or state groups also 
should be scrutinized, especially if their recent 
formation suggests that they have a special in- 
terest in the Ploeser probe. 

So long as they do not succumb to such 
monopolistic temptations as price-fixing, co- 
operatives certainly are legitimate. Naturally, 
they do not arouse the enthusiasm of those who 
would like to earn a middleman’s profit by sell- 
ing farm produce. Nor do they look like a 
godsend to the merchant who would like to sell 
to the farmer what he now buys through his 
co-op. But neither the middleman nor the mer- 
chant can ask government to assure him a profit 
he cannot otherwise earn. If certain orgariiza- 
tions are trying to use the Ploeser committee— 


and especially its chairman— to change this fact, 


the committee dught to know it, and so should 
the public.

Like a ya abyss, the imminent col- 


ning 
lapse of Western European civilization lies 


aquarely across the course of American for- 
eign policy. It has been pointed out by 
Secretary of State Marshall, currently 
Weighing the question of whether to recom- 
mend a special session of Congress to deal 
with the emergency. For months it has 
been foreseen clearly enough by a large 
enough number of persons that it should 
come as no surprise to the géneral public. 


The war, it should now be clear, not only 
devastated the material resources of most 
of the European continent and the British 
Isles. It all but destroyed the will to sur- 
vive and recuperate. The specially severe 
winter of 1946-47 wiped out most of the 
small achievements of recovery that had 
materiaized during the first months after 
victory. No decisive leadership or plan has 
been evidenced by any of the Western pow- 
ers in the meantime. Such outside aid as 
these countries have received has been only 
the bare minimum to stave off bankruptcy 
and starvation—utterly impossible as a 
means of starting a general economic re- 
vival. 


Question of the Century 


What the United States will do in this 
major crisis in civilization becomes the 
awesome question of twentieth century 
history. It is more than the fact that any 
complete economic cave-in of Western Eu- 
rope would pull the United States and 
Russia headlong into the vacuum, although 
that. would be an almost certain conse- 
quence, The damental issue involved is 
the shape of the future, which American 
action now can fundamentally determine. 


Unwelcome as the fact is, the fate of 
Western Europe and ultimately of the 
world has depended increasingly upon the 
action or inaction of the United States. 


The Spanish-American war is fixed by 
most histerians as the date of America’s 
emergence as a world power because it 
thrust upon us, whether we would or no, 
the responsibilities of commitments in far- 
off spots and the responsibilities for the 
consequences of our initiative in challeng- 
ing another sovereign power and besting it. 
Since then, no major decision by the com- 
munity of nations has been made without 
at least a pause to see what this country 
wanted to do, if anything. 


America’s Ultimate Role 


The Treaty of Versailles and the idea of 
the World urt and the League marked 
time in 1919 until the United States made 
a decision on its fate simply by refusing 
to decide. The Kellogg-Briand pact seek- 
ing to outlaw war highlighted the inter- 
national thinking on peace in the twenties, 
and the question of stopping Hitler’s de- 
mands on Europe vacillated throughout the 
thirties as Britain and France looked for a 
sign from Washington that would back 
them up if they offered challenge to Berlin. 


Thus inexorably, the United States comes 
to its ultimate role in history. Whether 
there is a special session of Congress to 


consider the present crisis of Western Eu- 


rope or whether we again decide by refus- 
ing to make a decision—either event shapes 
the coming months. The same will be true 
of the next piece of world business that 
comes up, and the next after that. 


Why British Miners Strike 


From the Courier-Journal 


Americans, told of Britain’s economic 
crisis in terms that daily grow more har- 


‘ rowing, found something incredible in re- 


ports of the British coal strike. 


A Briton now may buy only 20 cents’ 
worth of meat a week, a ration cut from 
23 cents’ worth; two ounces of bacon, cut 
from the previous weekly four ounces. The 
gasoline ration for private automobile driv- 
ers is gone completely. 

Yet because of the strike already 400,000 
tons of coal are lost. Factories cut their 
work week. Towns are dimmed out, with 
gas and electricity reduced. Widespread 
unemployment-is threatened. And behind 
the growing paralysis are 500 miners who 
refuse to accept the Government’s order to 
increase their cutting from seven yards a 
day to seven yards ang two feet, 


It would be indeed incredible if this were 
all there were to thé miners’ stubbornness. 
But behind it is a condition that tells more 
plainly than anything else the enormous 
difficulty of Great Britain’s economic strug- 
gle. Coal, the foundation of the country’s 
industry, is dug by obsolete methods, by 
primitive, back-breaking labor. 


Britain is paying the price of historic 
refusal to face the facts of Twentieth Cen- 
tury technology and to modernize its coal 
production, Any addition to the British 


“ 


miner’s daily stint could well become the 
straw to make the load unbearable. 


One of a group of working miners who 
recently visited the mines of the Ruhr on 
invitation of the National Coal Board writes 
in The Economist of London: “If we had 
progressed in the last 25 years on the same 
scale as the Germans, there would be no 
British coal crisis today.” 

The owner refused to modernize on the 
ground that it would increase hazards, but 


actually, it is fairly obvious, because it would 


increase his costs and lower his profits. 
Cheap coal was Britain’s advantage—but 
cheap coal meant cheap labor. 


And the mine worker opposed modern- 
ization because he argued it would displace 
the man with the machine and reduce em- 
ployment. It should be recalled that al- 
though Great Britain in recent years has 
produced only little more than one-third 
the amount of coal dug in the United 
States, nearly a million men were employed 
in mining there, to some 600,000 here. 


The point for the present is that the 
British miner’s obstinacy may be better 
understood in these lights. The strike may 
be seen as a footnote to the record of a 
great nation’s bitterness and desperation, 
the limits of endurance to which it pro- 
p@es to drive itself,

Bright Plumes of Wit 
THE PLEASURES OF PEACOCK, by Thomas Love Pea- 
cock, edited with an introduction by Ben Ray Red- 
man, (Farrar Straus 4 Co., New York.) 

Scott’s version of the Robin Hood story, 
which is for immature readers, is still pop- 
ular. In 1822 Peacock published “Maid 
Marian,” a version with a quality of wit 
that makes good reading for adults, It is 
strangely neglected. 

Even less known are the short novels in 
which groups of characters joust with ideas 
in the fashion of a Shaw play and tilt con- 
vivial glasses in an occupation the ab- 
stemious Mr. Shaw never approved.

Shipping Food and Clothes to German Citizens 


of Supplies Abroad in Past Year 


Kirkwood Family Has Sent 11,000 Pounds 


By Emerson Russell 


T isn’t the price of meat exactly 
that keeps Hans Bass, an auto- 
mobile mechanic of 620 East 
Jefferson, Kirkwood, from using 
his outdoor barbecue oven these 


days. Nor is it that the Bass 


family finds no savor in a picnic 
supper with friends in the cool of 


‘the evening. It’s because they’ve 


been too busy trying to help people 
like Werner Kraft understand that 
while a democracy can be stern 
and effective in dealing with inter- 
national outlaws such as Hitler, its 
people can also be charitable to- 
ward those who suffered awn Be 
of the infamy of his leadership. 


Werner Kraft is a 10-year-old 
boy living in Hamburg, Germany. 
He timidly approached his father 
several weeks ago to ask, not for 
a pony or bicycle, but to inquire, 
“Sometime, papa, do you think I 
might have a whole loaf of bread 
to eat all by myself—a whole loaf 
just for me?” 

It is no wonder, then, that spare- 
ribs could go begging and that the 
firebox would remain dark within 
the bricked oven. For Hans Bass, 
his two brothers, a sister, and an 
aunt are responsible for sending 
more than 11,000 pounds of food, 
clothing and other supplies to rela- 
tives in Germany for distribution 
during the past year. Total cash 
outlay for their effort exceeds 
33500, all of which has been taken 
from their own pockets. 

Hans Bass spread a thick sheaf 
of letters, expressing thanks, 
across the top of the picnic table 
and pointed to them as his only 
recompense for helping many peo- 
ple he doesn’t even know, 

He quickly emphasized that he 
and his kinsmen were not Nazi 
sympathizers and that he held to 
a basic philosophy which he ex- 
pressed firmly: “Any nation whose 
leaders forget God and forsake 
the tenents of the Bible is sure 
to meet with suffering sooner or 
later.” 

As he read, quietly they ap- 
peared, the others Basses, who 
with Hans are doing with such 
means at their disposal all they 
can to help bring relief to people 
in Germany. Anna Stoll, a sister, 
came first, slipping through the 
back hedge from her house next 
door. Then came brother Karl 
and his wife, who live on the 
other side. Aunt Lena Bassler 
joined the group from the cottage 
she occupies in the rear of Hans’s 
well-furnished bungalow. When 
Hans's wife came with a pitcher 
of ice water and glasses, all were 
there except brother Gottlieb Bass 
who was still away at work. The 
Basses came to this country in 
1925 from ‘a town near Stuttgart 
and immediately became Ameri- 
can citizens. 

Hans explained that they, ae

children in Germany during 
World War I, knew the trials of 
want and famine. Their father 
was away in the army. The gov- 
ernment laid a heavy hand on 
available foodstuffs to feed the 
soldiers, Hoping to salvage 
enough of their crops to tide 
them through the long winter, 
several bags of potatoes were 
hidden away in the hay. In the 
bitter cold Hans was sent to 
scratch them out. He found the 
dried-out potatoes had frozen and 
offered no fill for empty bellies. 
They, themselves, ones wished 
for a friend in America.

A BOY is a boy whether he 
lives in Germany or Georgia. 
Karl Heinz Bassler, a nephew 
of Aunt Lena, is 12 years old and 
lives at Schwennigen. Aunt sent 
a small jar of honey to his family, 
a gift which they planned to make 
last many days. But Karl, spying 
the glass of honey while his par- 
ents’ backs were turned, could not 
resist spreading it on the family 
bread ration for the week and 
eating it all himself, They did 
not have the heart to scold him. 
“Things like that get next to 
you,” Hans said, and this is his 
incentive for spending every avail- 
able off-hour from his job at the 
Reichardt garage in Webster 
Groves attending rummage sales, 
shopping for foodstuffs, buying 
medicines, cleaning garments, 
packing and shipping.

Expose Child 
. To Books of 
Right Kind

EADING is the most impor- 
tant tool that we can train 
children to use in gaining an 
education. When one can read, 
really rea the meaning, 
the full implications’ of what is 
told in the printed pages — all 
knowledge is open. The wisdom of 
the race is recorded in the books 
and those books must be read, di- 
gested, their truths applied to 2 
if one is to live successfully in 
this world. 
There seems to be a great deal 
of confustion about teaching read- 


ing in the elementdry schools. 


“Reading réadiness” is a new term 
for teachers to deal with. There 
is nothing new about “reading 
readiness.” It means that a child 
has developed the power to learn 
to read. Thats om : 


NO cami “ee wa learned to 
read unless he was ready. Why the 
todo? Why this division of classes 
into groups of those who are 
ready and those who are not, and 
forbidding under the law such 
children as are still in the stages 
of unreadiness to so much as look 
at a book? 

My experience with little chil- 
dren leads me to conclude that 
there is no age mark, no one date 
on which a child is certain to de- 
velop “reading readiness.” The 
way to develop that readiness is 
to expose him to reading. Let him 
have the book; let him watch and 
“listen, and one day he will light 


up and raise his hand to tell the 


teacher that that word over there 


is “seed,” 
P 


A BOOK is the tool used for. 


teaching reading, and it won't 
hurt any child admitted to a first- 
grade class to hold one, look at 
it, listen to what is going on. Not 
one bit. And no, it is not wasting 
his precious time, He is much bet- 
ter off in an atmosphere of learn- 
ing, of work, than in the hurly- 
burly of the mixture of activities 
that are so stylish. Nobody can 
tell me that a child who is strug- 
gling to read a line is helped by 
the fact that his neighbor is saw- 
ing an orange crate to make an 
imitation of something useful in 
his life. 

The book should be one of fine 
literary quality. First impressions 
last the longest. Why then give 
a child his first impressions of 
literature on the basis of a report 
on a steam shovel? Children live 
in a world of imagination lighted 
by poetic emotions. We are mech- 
anistic enough. We need to culti- 
vate the children’s poetic imagina- 
tion, improve their tastes, heighten 
their sense of beauty and stabilize 
their,emotions. The story of the 
Gingerbread Man is far better for 

„children than the tale of the 
Naughty Steam Shovel. 

And never forget that phonetics, 
drill on sight words, drill on 
sounds, are tools of the learners. 
They must have them,

The clothesline out back 
will continue to sag with its load 
of coats, suits, dresses drying and 
airing in the sun in preparation 
for shipment. 

The Basses summarized their at- 
titude toward their project in 
these words: “If sending food and 
clothing to the German people in 
this time of their great need can 
help turn them toward a truly 
Democratic form of government 
such as we have here in the 
United States, then we feel that 
our time and money has been 
well spent.”

Tile and Wall Board. 


F be it from us to under- 
estimate the power of a 
woman, man or child but after 
a lot of thought we have come 
to the decision that laying tile on 
floors and walls is a job for an ex- 
pert—not the amateur.

You can get these sheets of com- 
position board in several colors 
and they look darn near like the 
real McCoy.
